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A Taste of_ College 

Gifted Challenged By Ultra-Learning Program 


Since December, 68 gifted students 
from local junior high schools have 
spent their Tuesday mornings at PB J C, 


PBJC scored higher than any other 
college or university in the South Re¬ 
gion in the College Level Academic 
Skills Test (CLAST) last given in Oct¬ 
ober 1985, according to information re¬ 
leased by Ralph Turlington, commis¬ 
sioner of education. 

The percentage of PBJC students 
meeting the standards was 88.5%, al¬ 
most two points higher than the state¬ 
wide average for all public colleges and 
universities in Florida. 

The CLAST is an entrance examin¬ 


learning skills ranging from advertising 
copywriting to airplane piloting. 

In the process, they’ve become familiar 


ation to the junior year at state univ¬ 
ersities in Florida, and has been taken 
by all Florida college sophomores since 
1982. 

PBJC students have scored consis¬ 
tently better each year, beginning in 
1982 with 66 percent passing all four 
sections of the test. In 1983, the figure 
was 70 percent, and in 1984, it jumped 
to 84 percent. 

Statewide, 11,953 took the test in 
October 1985, with 86.8 percent of

with different career fields through the 
sharing of experiences by prominent bus¬ 
iness and industry leaders. 

But probably the most valuable lesson 
the students have learned is that educa¬ 
tion is the key to success. 

“Ultra-Learning”, the six-month pro¬ 
gram, was a joint effort between the Palm 
Beach County School Board and the 
PBJC Continuing Education Division. It 
was funded by a state Department of 
Education Challenge Grant 

“We chose four gifted students from 
each junior high in the county. Two of the 
students are precocious in language, and 
the other two are talented in math and 
science,” said Helen Gilmore, a gifted 
education specialist with the School 
Board and creator of the program. 

“These are the cream of the crop, the 
future leaders. Too often, they get 
bored with a normal learning pace, and 
they drop out of school,” she said. 
“We’re trying to provide them with a 
challenge they would not normally have.” 

According to state law, a child is con¬ 
sidered “gifted” if he or she scores two 
cont'd on pg.

PBJC Tops CLAST Scores 
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In Memory of A! Meldon 


Center Dedicated To Master Teacher 


The dedication of the Alfred W. 
Meldon Conference Center at PBJC 
North Friday, Feb. 14 was a magical 
time when the essence of Palm Beach 
Junior College shone as clearly as the 
bright sunlight 

The center, which is a former model 
apartment building that was donated 
to the college and moved to the campus, 
was named for the master teacher who 
died July 8,1985 from a massive heart 
attack after 20 years of outstanding 
service to PBJC. 

Through all that happened on that 
morning, in all that the guest speakers 
said, ran a common theme: What 
mattered to A1 was the nurture and care 
of his students. What excited him was 
the mutual creativity in the shared ex¬ 
perience of education. 

Always a courteous, courtly gentle¬ 
man, A1 was an accomplished musician, 
an enthusiastic backer of Palm Beach 
Junior College, and a public speaker of 
note with a unique, unforgettable style. 

By dedicating this building to him, 
we have renewed our affirmation that 
students matter to us, that real educa¬ 
tion involves mutually shared creativity 
between student and teacher. 
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Four excellent speakers commented 
on different aspects of the character 
and ability of a master teacher who 
could walk with kings, but never, ever 
lost the common touch. 

PBJC President Dr. Edward Eissey 
said that he cpuld always count on A1 
for a sympathetic ear, intelligent aware¬ 
ness, and only when he asked for it, wise 
advice. 

The surprise of the occasion came 
after Dr. Sarah Pappas, dean of instruc¬ 
tion at PBJC North, finished announ¬ 
cing that one of the gifts to the A1 
Meldon Scholarship Fund was $1,000 
from Arthur Blank. 


Blank arrived shortly afterward an* 
announced that his donation would ac¬ 
tually be $10,000. 

He said the counseling A1 had given 
his son had made a difference in the life 
of the boy and his family. A1 had had 
counseling appointments set up when 
he went into Good Samaritan Hospital, 
and he insisted on keeping them. 

Then he was moved into the inten¬ 
sive care unit. 

“Much to the consternation of the 
nurses, he still insisted on talking to my 
son even while he was in intensive 
care,” Blank said. “We want to help you 
remember a man like that.”

Student Shares Love of Learning 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following 
story is taken from an article by 
Mary Garrity Gliserman reprinted 
(with permission from the Jupiter 
Courier-Journal (Feb. 9, 1986). 

Bill “Capt. Hook” Fox begins every 
day of his 75-year old life with a feeling 
that keeps him and everyone around 
him inspired-an incredibly positive and 
enthusiastic attitude. 

The 18-year Jupiter resident has been 
named Palm Beach County’s 1985 Vol¬ 
unteer Teacher of the Year, an honor 
that comes in his fifth year of art instruc¬ 
tion at Military Trail Elementaiy in 
West Palm Beach. 

The bubbly painter serves as an in¬ 
spiration to the children who might 
otherwise give up educational goals. 

He is a full-time student at PBJC 
North, where he is pursuing an asso¬ 
ciate degree. In 1984, Fox graduated 
from high school. With his GED certif¬ 
icate in hand, several loyal students 
applauded his accomplishment. 

Dr. Jeanne Burdsall, a beginning 
teacher specialist with the school sys¬ 
tem, said the children adore Fox and 
look forward to his art class. They also 
closely watch his example of pursuing 
education, no matter what the obsta¬ 
cles. 

“He is just wonderful. He takes sev¬ 
ere discipline problems and troubled 


kids and has an instant rapport... It is 
an inspiration for the type of child who 
would potentially drop out. They say ‘if 
he can do it, so can I,’ ” Burdsall said. 

The Purple Heart recipient who lost 
his arm in combat during World War II 
said he continues to work despite a 
serious heart condition because he loves 
helping the children discover the impor¬ 
tance of themselves. 

Some of the students have been a- 
warded scholarships for art instruction 
after discovering their abilities through 
the popular “Capt. Hook.” 

Fox said he loves living in Jupiter, his 
work and his college classes. His inter¬ 
est (in college) was sparked when he 
audited an art appreciation course with 
his granddaugher. 

“It was so much fun, I decided to 
register for more,” he said. (He is taking 
five classes at PBJC North during the 
Winter term; he wanted to take six but 
Paula Marcus, a counselor at North 
campus, talked him out of it). 

His education is important to him, he 
said, because it helps him to deal with 
and understand others better. 

Receiving the countywide volunteer 
award was unexpected, he said. “It is 
nice. I think the kids at school should 
get something out of it. I would rather , 
give it to the kids if there was a way.” 4

standard deviations above the mean on 
an intelligence test>-132 or higher on the 
Stanford-Binet or 130 or higher on the 
Wechsler Intelligence Scale for Children. 

“Ultra Learning”, which concludes 
May 20, consisted of 35 two-hour ses¬ 
sions held weekly. The segments cov¬ 
ered 17 subjects: advertising, aeronaut¬ 
ical science, astronomy/physical science, 
biology, business/finance, chemistry, com¬ 
munication, computer-assisted research, 
computer science, drama, engineering/ro¬ 
botics, journalism, literature, logic/debate, 
math/science education, probability/sta¬ 
tistics, and word processing. 

The first hour of each session was spent 
with a community resource person. Some 
of the guests included Tom Kelly, manag¬ 
ing editor of the Palm Beach Post; Alan 
Frank, sales manager for WFLX-TV 
Channel 29; Karl Meyer, a freelance 
writer and editor; Harry Gilmore, a pri¬ 
vate pilot, and others. 

“The community resource people told 
what their jobs were really like, how they 
use what they learned in school, and 
what they perceive as the cutting edge of 
their professions,” Gilmore said. 

During the second hour, a PBJC fac¬ 
ulty or experienced staff member plan¬ 
ned and led the students through various 
exercises, such as the creation of an ad 
for a fictitious company, dissecting and 
microscope work, business games, im¬ 
promptu drama, simulation flying, and 
use of CAD, PLATO, and other compu¬ 
ter resources. 

Throughout the six months, the stu¬ 
dents were required to keep a journal in 
which they recorded comments, thoughts 
and feelings about their learning exper¬ 
iences.

The PBJC Senior Players have shown 
that having fun is something one never 
outgrows. 

Their production of the John Cecil 
Holm/George Abbott comedy “Three 
Men on a Horse” Feb. 28 and Mar. 1-2 
was a laugh-filled look at how a lovable 
underdog wins without sacrificing his 
integrity. 

As with all good fiction, the inter¬ 
action of characters is what makes the 
play. 


The hero: Erwin Trowbridge, a meek, 
wimpy sort of guy who writes greeting 
card verses for a Mr. Carver (Art Kaplan). 
Ei-win gets his jollies by picking horses on 
discarded racing forms while riding the 
bus to and from work Although he has a 
strange knack for picking winners, he 
never wagers any money. 

Harry Miele was superb as Erwin, and 
seems almost tailor-made for the part. (A 
retired teacher of foreign languages who 
studied drama with Cornelia Otis Skin-

ner, Lillian Gish and other notables, Miele 
is the author of a non-fiction book “A 
Forgiving Heart”) 

Felicia Hurlbut, a long-time member of 
Senior Players, portrayed Erwin’s de¬ 
voted wife, Audrey, while Ed Rothstein 
played Clarence, the blustery, arrogant 
brother-in-law. 

But perhaps the most enjoyable parts 
of the play were when Erwin and the three 
professional gamblers meet Contrast the 
smooth, slick-talking Patsy (Manny Stem- 
feld) with the timid Erwin. Throw in two 
wise-cracking lackeys named Charlie (Si 
Stillerman) and Frankie (Chris Christakos); 
add for flavor one floozy girlfriend named 
Mabel (LaDona Lichtman), and have it 
served by Toots (Alice Ryan), an oppor¬ 
tunistic, but good-hearted barmaid 

One of the funniest moments comes in 
the second act The three men on a horse 
have discovered a goldmine in Erwin’s 
talent, and their celebration has made 
Erwin quite ilL 

Anxious to keep the poet in the hotel 
room, Patsy has Mabel and Toots detain 
the very hung-over Erwin while the guys 
take care of some errands. Erwin passes 
out (again), and the girls get the bright idea 
that if they take his pants off, he will be 
more comfortable. 

It only makes him uncomfortable, espec¬ 
ially when he wakes up and finds himself 
alone with Patsy’s girlfriend She begins in¬ 
nocently telling him about her days as a 
Ziegfield Follies showgirl, and ends up 
demonstrating her song and dance, clothed 
only in slip and panties. 

But it’s been some time since she’s 
performed, and she’s rusty. She gets dizzy, 
and begins to fall, so Erwin rushes to catch 
her, forgetting he’s in his designer shorts 
(plastered with hearts). 

They sit on the bed while Erwin passes 
her a drink and she recovers from her spelL 
Then in walks Patsy. 

The play has a happy ending. The smart, 
know-it-all brother-in-law is put in his place, 
Patsy and Mabel get it together, Charlie, 
Frankie and Toots win their money, and 
Erwin, back in Audrey’s arms (and on Mr. 
Carver’s payroll), has a newfound con¬ 
fidence.

Sixty juniors and seniors from local 
high schools received help in over¬ 
coming obstacles to career and educa¬ 
tional goals in a special eight-week 
program that was held at PBJC in 
February and March. 

The College Reach Out program was 
held Tuesdays and Thursdays, Feb. 4 
through Mar. 27 from 3:30 to 5 p.m. at 
both the Central and Glades campuses. 

“This project was for those students 
who have demonstrated the potential 
to handle college, but who lack a sense 
of direction,” said coordinator Lori 
Hunter. “They were chosen by their 
high school counselors.” 

“We offered this program for the first

time last year to 20 students, and it was 
so successful that a number of parents 
called us this year and asked if then- 
children could take it,” she added. 

The Reach Out program has two 
components: academic and counseling. 
In the academic portion, the partici¬ 
pants learn English, reading, and com¬ 
puter literacy skills; the counseling com¬ 
ponent includes sessions in motivation, 
study skills, career development, goal 
setting, and decision making. 

“Students had the chance to investi¬ 
gate potential careers and meet people 
in a variety of positions,” Hunter said. 
“Parents were invited to a graduation 
ceremony and special activity on the last 
evening.” 

Participating high schools included 
Forest Hill, John I. Leonard, Lake Worth 
Santaluces, Pahokee, and Glades Central. 
The program was funded by a grant from 
the State Department of Education.

Foundation Offers Financial Aid 


Students who have difficulty paying 
fees at PBJC but cannot qualify for 
financial aid now have another place 
they can turn to: The Palm Beach 
Junior College Foundation. 

Nancy Cherry, director of develop¬ 
ment, says several thousands of dollars 
are available for scholarships. 

“We’re looking for both need and 
scholastic ability,” Nancy said. “And 
we are more flexible than many of the 
highly-regulated programs through the 
Financial Aid Office.” 

Cherry cited a recent instance in 
which a student, on a scholarship that 
required full-time attendance, was 
forced to attend only part-time, and 
thus lost the scholarship. 

“We are able, in such an instance, to 
offer help immediately,” she said. 
Students who have failed to process 
financial aid applications in time for 
entrance in a semester could also be 
helped on a one-term basis, until forms 
could be properly filed for regular assis¬ 
tance, she said.
